Relatives of Man Found Dead 
Yesterday Do Not Think 
Him a Suicide 


The coroner’s jury that sat at 
the inquest held by Coroner W in- 
bigler this morning upon the body 
of Lawrence Penman, 
aged 
26, 
found that he came to hie death 
“by a gunshot wound of the head, 
accidentally 
received.” 
On 
the 
jury were W . W . Garner, 
J. S. 
Robinson, Clinton Imes, F. S. Mc­ 
Clain, H. 8. Elgin and F. C. Tre- 
fren. 
That Penm an took his own life is a 
theory that has been advanced, hut 
Penm an's relatives do not accept the 
theory at all. 
They believe that death 
cam e to him by an accident. 
The dead man w as found in the bot­ 
tom of a beet wagon on,the state high­ 
way this side of Irvine yesterday af­ 
ternoon about 2:30 o’clock. 
A shot­ 
gun charge had entered the left side 
of the face just in front of the ear. 
This m orning at the inquest. Dr. C. I). 
Ball testified that the charge cam e out 
on the opposite side alm ost on a level 
w ith but possibly slightly below the 
spot of entry. 
* Dr. Ball said he did not think it was 
possible for the man to have reached 
the trigger with his hand. 
He thought 
it likely the man had hold of the gun 
by the muzzle and was pulling it to­ 
ward him. 
W. W. Panman. father of Law rence, 
testified that his son was 
in 
good 
spirits when he left home to go to 
Irvine after a load of barley, 
lie said 
Mb son was planning about the work 
on the farm, and at no tim e had talked 
ss though he would take his own life. 
Robert Penm an, a brother, said Law­ 
rence had appeared cheerful. 
On Sept. 13 Lawrence’s head was 
crushed betw eeen tw o beet 
wagons, 
and he had been unable to work until 
about two w eeks ago. 
Sheriff Jackson on the w itness stand 
said he had thought when he exam ­ 
ined the body that it was suicide. The 
shotgun, an autom atic, lay on his legs, 
the m uzzle {minted toward his head. 
and beside him. with one end resting 
on his right hand, was a 
triangular 
stick about two feet long. 
G. 0 . Conatser told the 
coroner’s 
jury that when he first saw Penm an’s 
wagon two dogs w ere’running around 
in a field as though hunting for som e­ 
thing. 
Attorney Clyde Bishop, 
who 
represented the Penman fam ily at the 
inquest, said that he 
thought 
that 
Lawrence was standing in the rear 
of the wagon hoping the dogs would 
scare up a rabbit along the road, and 
that the shot was accidental. 
U. C. t onatser, em ploye 
of

Jeffrey, said that yesterday afternoon 
about 2:20 he drove out of the Jeffrey 
yard to take a box 
of 
lem ons 
to 
Irvine. 
He saw 
a 
four-horse team 
com ing along the road going toward 
Irvine, not yet quite to the JefTrey 
driveway. 
The driver seem ed to be on 
his knees or sitting on his heels 61) 
the bed of the wagon back of the seat. 
Conatser drove on to Irvine, and was 
returning when about half way be­ 
tween Irvine and Jeffrey’s he cam e to 
the four-horse team standing on the 
pavem ent, with the brake on and the 
lines wound around the brake. 
Not 
seeing the driver, Conatser stopped, 
and looking into the bed saw the body 
and gun. 
H e im m ediately drove back 
to Irvine, where a m essage w as sent 
to Coroner 
W inbigler 
and 
Sheriff 
Jackson. 
M otorcycle Officer 
Ballard 
was in charge of the prem ises when 
those officers arrived. 
Not finding anything by which to 
identify the man, who w as seen at that 
time by Robert Jeffrey and 
others 
who knew Penm an but who did not 
recognize him, the wagon w as driven 
to Irvine. 
W ill W hitehead 
w as 
the 
first to identify the team as Penm an's, 
and it was then practically determ ined 
that the dead man w as Law rence Pen­ 
man. 
Going for Grain 
At the Penm an home, all doubt was 
soon rem oved.

Penman lease and who lives about IOO 
yards away, said that L aw rence had 
started for Irvine to get seventy-five 
sacks of seed barley.

Hexamer was president of the German-American Al­ 
liance, member of the Executive Committee of the National 
Association of Commerce and Labor, the oddly-named 
“dirty-work” bureau of the United States Brewers’ Associa­ 
tion, and Supervisor of the Beer Lobby in W ashington. 
Hexamer was decorated by the Kaiser with the Order 
of the Red Eagle. 
It will be decades before this country realizes the im­ 
measurable debt it owes to its loyal German-American citi­ 
zens who refused to follow the brewers and the Kaiser, stand­

‘Horse to Expensive to Keep’ 


From the Motor Age 
Military experts have found that animal traction for 
war purposes has been replaced very largely by motor 
traction. There are other reasons for this, but one of the 
chief ones is the fact that effective hauling capacity of the 
animals is cut down too much by the great quantities of 
food which must he hauled for the animals themselves. 
America is beginning to see that the basic principle of this 
is true on the farm as well as on the field of battle. With 
every effort needed for sending all the food possible to 
Europe, the folly of cutting down the available acreage 
by use of horses for farm work where motors can be used 
is becoming more and more evident. It requires five acres 
of farm land to produce the food consumed each year by 
a single horse, and there are now in the neighborhood of 
25,000,000 horses in the United States. 
The amount of 
acreage devoted to keeping them alive is more than suf­ 
ficient to feed the entire human population of the coun­ 
try. 
At that, the horse is computed to be only 2 per cent 
efficient. 
Edison sums it up when he says, “The horse is 
too expensive to keep.”
